Tile President cannot be blamed Idt be- 
ing pcilurbctl about the alluaVlon. BoirtTFMjl 
the filorlcs told In Washington, aired over 
the radio and written (or ncwspaperH, arc 
highly disruptive. It they aro true, they re- 
flect an almost disastrous .iltuatlon In the 
war department, from commander-in-chief 
down. It they o.te ttilsc, they m-lght easily 
provoke troubles as unfortunate as 'those 
they purport to redoct. 

The President Inters that those reports 
are the work ot Irrqsponalble Journalists. 
But he concedes that tn*(j scope and menace 
arc' aggravated by wartltae secrecy which 
goes beyond the proper reqtu^emcnts o( na 
tlonAl security. 

Some of the rumors to which the Pres!' 
dent takes exception appear, on their faces, 
too nbsurd to bear repetition. Such, as an ex- 
cellent example. Is that which would make 
Lieut. Gen. Brehon Somervell a candidate 
for Genern! Marshall's Job. Tlioae who know 
Qeneral Somervell best do not doubt that, 
.ir General Marshall were moved and the po- 
sition of chief of staff were offered to him; he 
would accept It with pride, ^jit nobody who 
knows him 1ft the leant could cDh»elve ol him 
a5 conspiring for the Job of his superior. 
Ho Is not that kind of otricer. 

It is obviously Impossible, with wartime 
secrecy what It la, to prove or disprove all 
such rumors. The fact that the President 
scotts at them and excoriates their spon- 
Eors has no bearing at all on their truth oi 
falsity. 

One thing can be said with moderato cer- 
tainty. , There has been dl.scusslon of mov- 
ing General Marslmll Into an active com- 
mand. The President's re{usal ta discuss the 
matter indlcafes thfi> the proposal Is not 
dead. So long as It remains alive, Washington 
" will be filled with rumors, many ot them 
y highly detrimental to army mfirale and with 
repercussions against navy and civilian 
mornlc. 

Tiie quicker It proves feasible to settle 
tills matter In the open, on the record, with 
out the falsD secrecy which Mr. Roosevelt 
concedes now exists, the better It will bo for 
the allied cause. 



CANADIANS JN DNll'OUM 

It was unfortunate that word about Can. 
ada's Intention to disband some of her. home 
protection units had to reach the United 
States-Just when wo were all upset about the 
father draft. Under such circumstance.? it 
may have been inevitable .that some pro- 
tagonists should have misunderstood what is 
happening In CanatRt:--,^^^^ 

The Dominion Is not reauclrig her armed 
forces destined for overseas duty. On the 
contrary, she Is acting to expand them- at the 
expense ot the homo feuard. The mlxup arises, 
perhaps, because not ali Americans under- 
stand how the Canadian forces are raised. 

Up ito now Canada has produced, out of a 
population of about 11,500,000, some 700,000 
men for overseas duty. These all are volun- 
teers. No drafted men are available for service 
outside the continent. 

Canada's 700,000-man volunteer army for 
overseas duty Is as impressive, In view of her 
Dop*ilatlon, as though wo had raised 8,400,000 
volunteers on thlF side of the border. We 
haven't done that. We haven't raised thaf 
many soldiers hy all methods, and yfe do not 
propose to do so. Considering other services, 
we Just about match Canada's contribution. 

The disbanding that created bo much In- 
terest was of drafted home defense units. 
Two divisions are affected. The purpose la to 
licc these men lor two purposes which now. 
with the axis definitely on tho defensive, 
appear more -Important than home defense. 
Some will bo Induced, by application of gentle 
pressure, to enlist for overseas cervlcea. Tho 
rest will bo put Into war production. 

These home defense, units never have been 
very stable affalra..' Their personnel has 
changed rapidly, as their mombora lelt the 
urge to get into actual fighting. With all tho 
scores of thousands whc have been called for 
Induction, it never has been found possible 
to keep the home defense outfita filled up be- 
cause BO many, faced with the necessity for 
donning uniforms, have decided they would 
rather get into the real war. 

Canada's disbanding of these two divisions 
has nothing to do with our own argument 
over the drafting of fathers. It's up to us to 
stand on our own feet, in that controversy, 
, and decide for ourselves .whether 5,700,000 
men in the United states do or do not con- 
stitute adequate backing for 3,000,000 men 
abroad.
